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Claim Objections 

1 . Applicant is advised that should: 

a. claims 1 and 2 be found allowable, claim 8 will be objected to under 37 CFR 
1 .75 as being a substantial duplicate thereof, 

b. claims 8 and 10 be found allowable, claim 14 will be objected to under 37 
CFR 1 .75 as being a substantial duplicate thereof. 

When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in content 
that they both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper 
after allowing one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the 
allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4, 6, 8-10, 12, 14, 15, and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Dahl (US. patent 6,199,892 B1) in view of Warrington et al. 
(U.S. Pat. 5,423,566). 

Dahl discloses a method of protecting a female cavity of a female hitch 
receiver, comprising the steps of: 
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a. providing a male body that is sized to be received by an inside perimeter of 
the female cavity; 

b. inserting said male body into said the female cavity when the female hitch 
receiver is not in use, 

c. providing a means for withdrawing said male body from said 
female cavity, 

d. providing an end cap for said means for withdrawing said male 

body, 

e. forming a retention hole through said male body, inserting a fastener through 
said retention hole and a retention pin hole in the female hitch receiver. 

Dahl lacks the teaching of the use of lubrication, oil, or grease between two 
components. 

Warrington teaches an adjustable trailer hitch device that employs a method of 
lubrication, oil, or grease (col 4 lines 43-49) two mating components so as to provide a 
means to prevent rust or corrosion. 

Based on the teaching of Warrington, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the method of 
protecting hitch receiver assembly of Dahl to include the method of lubricating two 
mating members of Warrington so as to provide a method of preventing rust or 
corrosion between two mating members. 

With regard to claims 2-4, 6, 9, 10, 12, 15, and 17 Dahl as modified by 
Warrington discloses all of the method claimed limitations. . 
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3. Claims 5, 11, and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Dahl in view of Warrington. 

Dahl as modified by Warrington discloses all of the method claimed limitations 
except for the type of material uses for the fastener. It would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide a plastic 
tube for the fastener, so as to provide a means to reduce cost, since it has been held to 
be within the general skill of a worker in the art to select a known material of the basis of 
its suitability for the intended use as a matter of obvious design choice. In re Leshin, 
125 USPQ416.
